room, discovered that he was dead. 


He looks perfectly natural as he lies 


in bed, seeming, from all appearances, 
to be iu deep sleep. 


, Leland Stanford was born in AVater- 
vleit, Albany county, New York, on 
March 9,1824. His ancestors settled in 
the valley of the Mohawk about 1720. 
.He was brought up on a farm, and 
when 20 began the study of law. He 
was admitted to tho bar in 1849. and 
the same year to practice at Port Wash- 
ington, Wis.

Cause of Death. 


ME.VLO PARK, June 21.—Dr. Holland,

Surprise in Washington.

His Hospitality. 


WASHINGTON, June 21.—Senator and 


Mrs. Stanford's life in this city wits 
naturally n very prominent one. After

In 1856 he removed to San Francisco 


and engaged in mercantile pursuits on a 
large scale, laying the foundation of a 
fortune that is estimated at more than 
$50,000,000.

1 Mr. Stanford made his en- 


trance into public life as a delegate to 
the Chicago convention that nominated 
Abraham Lincoln to the presidency. He 
was an earnest advocate of a Pacific 
railroad, and was elected president of 
.the Central Pacific company when it was 
organized in 1881. The same year he 
r 


..was elected governor of California, and 


served from December, 1861, till De- 
cember, 1863. 


As president of the Pacific road he 


Superintended its construction over the 
mountains, building 530 miles in 293 
days, and on May 10, 18B9, drove the 
last spike at Promontory point, Utah. 
He also became interested in other roads 
on the Pacific slope, and in the develop- 
ment of the agricultural and manufac- 
tures of California. 
• In 1885 he was elected United States 
senator for the full term from March 
4,1886.

Stanford, in all the great undertak- 


ings which accumulated for him such 
immense weath, never started any pro- 
ject, no matter how important or sim- 
ple, without talking it over with his 
wife. Both of them were serious minded 
and both full of good will and benevo- 
lence in managing the riches intrusted 
to them. 


Stevenson's Condolence. 


MEMPHIS, June 21.—Vice President 


Stevenson, who passed through here 
this morning en route to Little Rock, 
was informed of the sudden death of 
Senator Stanford of California. He at 
once telegraphed his condolence to the 
widow, and also telegraphed the ser- 
geant-at-arms of the senate to make the 
necessary preparation for formal action 


NEW BEDFORD, Mass., June 20.—At 


the opening of the liordeu trial this 
morning District Attorney Knowltou 
resumed his argument on behalf of thi 
commonwealth.

kicking it over the goal bar as in foot- 
ball, but by throwing the spheroid into 
amoderately small basket, which ia hung 
about 10 feet abovo tho ground or floor. 
To accomplish such a feat usually re- 
quires much practice, and as ft rule tho 
try at goals aro far more numerous than 
tho scores. Either hand or both lianfla 
can bo used in holding tho hall, and it 
must either he thrown or be batted with 
the open hRiid—a pnnch with the fist or 
arm, or a kick, constituting a foul. 


Tho game differs from football r.lso in 


tho fact that no player is allowed lo run 
with the ball, but must stand where it is 
caught, and a fair catch can bo mado 
only with the hands. If the ball is held 
for an unnecessarily long time, tho um- 
pire takes possession of it and puts it 
"in play" by throwing it in the air, no 
player being allowed to touch itiu such 
an event until it haa struck the ground. 
If a ball goes out of bounds, it is put in 
play ns in football, and no player is "ofl 
Bide," but every player has tho right to 
touch the ball anywhere or everywhere 
in tho game, provided the ball is iu play. 


No pushing, tripping, shoving or tno- 


fcling is allowed, and every such offense 
constitutes a foul, which gives one point 
to the opposing nine. As a goal counts 
"but three points and a foul oue, there is 
every incentive to avoid rough play. Tho 
players advance the ball by tossing it to I 
some member of their own nine, anrl \ 
there is the beat opportunity for success 
In personal skill combined with good 
team play. The "forwards" and "cen- 
ters" usually toss the ball forward, but 
when it gets dangerously near his own 
goal, the goalkeeper often bats it with 
tho open palm. 


One advantage which basket ball hus 


over many other forms of popular sjKjrt 
lies in the fact that,-while it allows 18 
players to participate, it can bejrarsued 
tho year round—in the open air during 
the wanner months and in tho gymna- 
fiiumwhilocoldwoatherprevails. Again, 
basket ball can be played by persons 
whose physiqno is not of the most robust 
type, although many athletes also have 
found in it a healthful form of exercise. 
It has proved of great value in furnish* 
ing exercise for business men, womea 
and children, as well osbrawnystudenta 
and from the general success it has al- 
ready attained wherever it has beeu in- 
troduced there is every probability that 
basket ball will noon become a very popu-

There was an interesting debate in tbo 


English honso of commons a fsw days 
ago touching what is probably, next to 
the Roman, togu, the most famous article 
of clothing that haa over been worn by 
man. It arose out of n plan to coneoli- 
date the kilted regiment known as the 
Seventy-ninth or "Caraeroninn High- 
landers" with tho Scots Grenadier 
Guards, a regiment which has nothing 
Scotch aftrat it beyond tho fact that Scott 
was the name of its first colonel. 


This plan was no sooner noised abroad 


than it excited in Scotland the deepest 
Indignation, being considered, a deliberate 
attempt to blot from existence one- of tho 
renowned highland regiments which iu 
kilt and tartan have, under tho Brit- 
ish flag, filled tho world with Scottish 
glory. It is now nearly a century and n 
half since these regiments were raised, 
and for fully a century they were, if not 
highland, really Scotch regiments. As 
the supply of real highlanders began to 
ran low, either through emigration or 
ilisiikoof soldiering, tho lowhmders bo- 
gan to feel themselves Highlanders under 
the magic influence of Scott's novels. 


Tuosoonly who remember the account 


which Macaulay gives of tho loathing 
with winch tho lowland Scotch in tho 
ightceiith century looked on the high- 
and garb and highland manners and 
customs will bo able to appreciate the 
brce of the spell by-which Scott succeed- 
ed, early in tho nineteenth century, iu 
disposing nearly every Scotchman to the 
notion that the kilt, the tartan, thophila- 
jeg and blue bonnet were his original 
national raiment, in which ho looked hia 
best and \vhicli nothing but tho advance 
of a gross and material civilization coin- 
celled him to lay aside. 


Tho fancy for tho highlands with 


which Victoria and Prince Albert were 
seized in their early married life- com- 
pleted tho conquest which tho Wizard of 
the North had begun and converted 
nearly all malo Scots iato true high- 
landers to whom trousers or "Bfteka" 
wore a genuine incumbrance. Every 
man who came near Balmoral castle or 
aspired to deer stalking, grouse shooting 
and salmon lolling, put on the kilt and 
tried to get his legs browned, as the only 
costume fora persona grata. The queen 
waa so taken with the dress that aV even 
insisted on patting her German sons-in- 
law and grandsong-in-law into it in the 
summer and antnmn, regardless of the 
danger to thoir hochgeboren Jmees. 


But most of the Iriltwwircfsnowadays 


are gamekeepers, gillies, guides and tour- 
ist tontera generally. Mr. Campbell- 
Bnnnerman, tho English war secretary, 
himself a Scotchman, speaking on tho 
question of the Caineronian Highlanders 
in the house of commons the other day

THE action of the Sugar and KicePro- 


tective Union in its convention at New 
Iberia, La., last week shows the chaos 
thatesistain the Democratic ranks re- 
Bpectiug the repeal of legislation in 
tended lo promote American industries.

If it does not seem to occur to the 


gentlemen who are guiding the ship o' 
state through rough waters, or if it oc 
curs to them they have nothing to saj 
about it, that a remedy could be fount, 
for the plethora of silver and tlie famii 
of gold in the public treasury by taking 
advantage of the provisions of the act 
instead of repealing it. 


The Sherman act provides that the 


silver purchased under the act shall be 
paid for in treasury notes, which shall 
be redeemable by the secretary of the 
treasury "in gold or silver coin, at his 
discretion." It so happens, for some 
reason best known to the powers whicl 
be, that tlie discretion of tbe secretary 
of state induces him to redeem these 
notes in 
gold., notwithstanding 
the 


growing scarcity of that cherished arti 
cle and the fact that tlie silver, whic he is 
empowered to substitute, ia piling up 
unto the formidable proportions of a 
very large white metal elephant. 


The Stockton Mail, an able organ o

the finances of the country if the head 
of the national treasury had done what 
any common man looking impartially at 
the situation will say should have been 
done and redeemed the silver purchase, 
notes with coin made from the silver 
that was purchased?

This other 
person declares that he does not see 
what thi; unemployed dive women are 
to do unices they all become bad—giv- 
ing as a reason for hid conclusion that 
the places which they ought, to (ill arc 
occupied by Chinese. Evidently there 
are a good many things about tho Chi- 
nese question which the President does 
not understand, and of which ho does 
not seem anxious to acquire knowledge. 
The President has been conspicuous 
both in his private and public capacity, 
as an advocate of the strict enforce- 
ment of the law, but he seems to have 
lost his grip on the Chinese business 
If we might receive an assurance that 
the law would be enforced at at a soeci- 
fied tune—or if we were let into the 
secret as to why action is deferred—it 
would help us a good deal.

tend to know is that General llryan was 
not asked to come. He came of his own 
volition, and of his own motion through 
friendship for thu dead man, without 
promise of a Ice or reward, and had his 
cases in the Tennessee courts postponed 
for several months. The prosecution, 
however, did not care to have any coun- 
sel from abroad in the case, and deli- 
i-ately informed the General that their 
bnok"was full.

Her family consisted of herself, her lit- 
tle hoy, her husband and Matie Feter- 
pon, now Mrs. Nelson, the servant. The 
little Iwy wna exactly 2 years and 8 
months old at the time of her husband's 
death. 
The witness OB the evening prior to 


the homicide, went to bed about 10.15 
o'clock, r.nd her husband retired about 
a quarter of an hour later. A little 
time before that, she had gone into the 
water cloaet and had observed that the 
yard and the fence, were in their accus- 
tomed condition. No boards had been 
removed from the fence at that time.

She waa awakened during the night 


by her husband, who said, "Darling did 
you hear a noise?"

The sensation in the Heath trial yes- 


terday was a personal encounter be- 
tween Deputy Sheriff Timmons and 
Dr. G. H. MeTntosh, the gold cure and 
sanitarium professor.

Then Mr. Crichton said, "I have the 


bond hero and I will guarantee that the 
prisoner will appear for trial whenever 
called upon." 
Mr. Austin said, ' H you take the 


responsibility of approving of the bond 
1 will file it." 
This was done, and Mr. Austm say- 


ing that he did not like to issue tbe or- 
der for the release of the prisoner re- 
quested Mr. Crichton to make the order, 
which he did. 
On tlie next day Mr. Crichton re- 


ceived a note from Mr. Austin, stating 
that be could lind no law to warrant 
Mr. Crichtou'a action and ho would 
therefore refuse to accept the bonds.

He therefore de- 
clined to and never did tile it and toll 
Justice Crichton that he might do as Iv 
pleased in the matter. 


Afterward McCarty was released, 01 


the order of Crichton to the sheriff, th 
Imnd left in Justice Austin's office wa 
returned, with a note to tbo effect tha 
there was no law for such proceeding. 


Of itself, tbe matter is now unimpor 


taut, Eince McCarty appeared yesterday 
for examination. However, by law n 
justice is entitled to take bail in felon 
cases but the one issuing the warran! 
except in bis absence, or iimbilit 
to act neither of which reasons did i 
fact exist. 
Justice Austin claims that he ha 


taken bail iu misdemeanor cases onl 
when warrants were not issued by hitr 
Justice Crichton claims, on the otbe 
hand, that ho has taken bail hi felon 
cases as well. 
Be that as it may, there is no autho 


ity for mich proceedidg, and if, as it 
claimed, it is Urn "custom" to proce 
in thia way, disregarding tbe plain pra 
tice of the code, thii custom would 1 
more honored in the breach than iu tl 
observance.

doubt there l>eing any coulure what- 
ever in this locality. 
All the dropping of fruit I've seen is 


due either to inopportune irrigation, 
alkali or red spider. AlkuU could have 
been casilv and cheaply remedied by 
use of Coalinga gypsum. That gypsum 
deposit is a godsend to our valley. The 
specimens that have been submitted to 
me are the best quality for agricultural 
use that I have ever seen. The remedy 
for red spider is water—lots of it^but 
even that can scarcely wage a winning 
warfare against them. 
Probably the most frequent cause of 


grapes dropping is irrigating while vines 
are blooming. Sulphur is not a remedy 
for miv of these evils.

Wisconsin, same; Ohio, ?ame; Wash- 
ington, very small exhibit; South Da- 
kota, almost nothing; Nebraska, scarce- 
ly anything; Minnesota, some tine elk 
Amounted) and a few fowl (mounted); 
Missouri, nothing; Florida, ferns, seit 
shells and orange cider (5 cents per 
glass); Oklahoma, nothing; Kew llex- 
ico, the game; Kentucky, not open; 
West Virginia, nothing; Utah, Indian 
mummy and a tew fossils; Idaho, very 
picturesque log cabin but no exhibit but 
a few birds (mounted); Virginia, repro- 
duction of Mount Voruon with the fur- 
niture used by Washington nnd his fam- 
ily; very interesting for its historical 
value.

The witness closed the saloon and he, 
Hamilton and the two men who worked 
on the Helm ranch got into a wagon 
and drove out to the much. 


They left the two men on tho ranch 


and the witness, Speaso and Hamilton 
drove back to town. Seaward was driv- 
ing and Speasu was on the front seat 
with him. 


When going down Tuulninne street, 


between K and L, they saw two men 
run out of an alley, one behind another, 
going towards the business quarter of 
town. The man nearest Seaward looked 
like Heath. One of the men was alwut 
twenty-live feet a way, and the other was 
on the sidewalk. 


It was nearly 4 o'clock in the morning 


when the witneas and his companions 
reached the saloon, and Heath and 
Polley and the unknown man camu into 
the saloon a few minutes afterwards. 
The visitors had a drink. 


On the return from the ranch tho 


witness drove down by the Ilelmont 
school house about two blocks, crossed 
over to the intersection of Bhickstone 
avenue ami Stanislaus street; thence to 

When they reached 
J street they accidentally turned up J 
street north and went some blocks out 
of their way. There they met a milkman 
and came down I street to Mariposa 
aud thence back, to the saloon.

camu in. After taking a drink liv 
and his companions went into the back 
room and were there when the witness 
left the saloon. There was no body else 
in the saloon at the Unit) thu witness 
left except Heath, Polley, the unknown 
man and Mr. Tognari. this jwirter of tin 
SAloou. Heath and his friends wen 
verv quiet and appeared tu have nothing 
to say. 


On the cross-examination the witness 


said that he was born in Marysville.

'I want you to remember who was in 
the saloon on the night of the kill- 
ing of McWhirter,' and that 
he 


said to you, 'I don't know,' and that 
you Eaid,"'0, yes; you know Dick Heath 
and two other fellows came in just be- 
fore we went nut,'and he. said he had 
not seen him, and that he did not re- 
member seeing anybody else but the 
boys?" 


"Well," replied the witness, "Fred 


Hamilton waa the one that Heath spoke 
to outside the saloon that night and 
slapped him on the back. I don't re- 
member any such conversation."

ing his antecedents stated that he had 
jeen tending bar in the Monarch and 
Apex saloon for three years.

;hat he worked in Burdick's saloon on 
Front street, and l»efore that he had 
worked as a waiter in the Western hotel 
In Sacramento. He formerly owned a 
saloon and restaurant in Aspen, Colo., 
and a saloon nnd restaurant in San 
Diego. 


A SUGOESTfOX OF WITNESS BUYIMJ.
